They think, if these things be true, what will 
become of them ? 

They find it hard to feel that calm confidence by 
which the soul is upheld in the hour of trial. Id spite 
of themselves they will dwell upon the hereafter, and 
the atheist dreads annihilation as much as others dread 
the uncertainties of the future. There are many theo¬ 
ries about the fear of death, but if the curtain were 
lilted from the region beyond Jordan, and if the view 
was an agreeable one, few would, probably, shrink from 
the mere pain of dying.

Most plants that grow 
naturally near the seaeoast contain more or less iodine, 
and in all rheumatic complaints iodine has long been j 
a favorite remedy. One who has been in the drug 
business told the writer some years ago that nianv of 
the popular patent nostrums which some disinterested 
people (“ for the good of their fellow creatures,”) sold 
at two dollars a bottle, consisted simply of a few cents’ 
worth of iodine in solution. Iodine is dangerous, how¬ 
ever, in over-doses, a fleeting especially the eves. 


WOOD ASHES FOR PEACH TREES. 

One who lias given attention to the subject says: “ l 
find it pays to put wood ashes and lime and a light 
sprinkling of salt around each peach tree. The lop 
earth should be removed from the tree before the ashes, 
lime and salt arc pul around it. If the trees are at all 
unthrifty, it will restore them to life again, and iu a 
short time they will look as thrifty as if nothing had 
been the matter with them. 1 think this helps the fruit 
to stay on. 1 would advise every one that lias a few 
trees to try what I have recommended, and sec if the 
fruit does not ripen belter and grow liner than when 
they are left to have their own way. 


BLEEDING AT THE NOSE. 

A correspondent of the “Scientific American,” says: 

“ The best remedy for bleeding at the nose, as given 
by I Jr. Gleson in one of his lectures, is a vigorous mo¬ 
tion of the jaws, as if in the act of mastication. In the 
ease of a child, a wad of paper should he placed in the j 
mouth, and the child instructed to chew it hard. Of j 
course an adult does not need the paper. It is the mo- I 
tion of the jaws that stops the flow of blood. This rem- j 
edy is so very simple that many feel inclined to laugh ] 
at it, but it has never been known to fail in a single i 
instance, even in very severe cases. 

Cholera. —The following prescription was used j 
during the cholera visitation of 18-19, with great bene- i 
fit. It has been recently republished and highly com- j 
mended: Take equal parts tincture of opium, red pep- ! 
per, rhubarb, peppermint and camphor, and mix for j 
use. In ease of diarrolue, take a dose of ten to twenty j 
drops in three or four tablespoons!nl of water. No one j 
who has this by him and takes it in time, it is averred, j 
will ever have the cholera. Even when no cholera is } 
anticipated, it is an excellent remedy for ordinary j 
summer complaint. 

Stove Lustre, when mixed with turpentine and ; 
applied in the usual manner, is blacker, more glossy I 
and durable than when mixed with any other liquid. : 
The turpentine prevents rust, and when pul on an old j 
rusty stove will make it look as well as new. j

Hens Nests. —Sycamore leaves used In place of j 
hay or straw in liens’ nests, not only protect the hens j 
from lice, hut, with whitewashing, entirely banish ver¬ 
min from the building.—[So said.] 

To Cuke ('oik; if.—Take one handful each of herb 
hoarhound, catnip, lausey, hyssop, hops, ami grated 
horse radish; boil them in one gallon of water till re¬ 
duced to one half; strain, and add one o/.. of elecam¬ 
pane and three pints of molasses; boil till reduced to 
three quarts; dissolve one <»/.. gum camphor in one 
pint best brandy, and add when cold. Take a wine¬ 
glass full night and morning, or when the cough is had. 

Rheumatism. —lake the yolk of one egg, three ta¬ 
ble spoon fills of vinegar, six of water, and two of tur¬ 
pentine; pul them in ft glass bottle, shake well; bathe 
cold a few limes.

Ancient Fire Company of Haddonfield 

We have before us an old and interesting document, 
belonging to .Judge.). Clement, headed “ Articles of the 
Friendship Eire Company in Haddonfield,” which 
was formed on the Kth day of March, 17(10. The mem¬ 
bers, “reposing Special Confidence in each other’s 
friendship,” mutually agreed, in order to protect them¬ 
selves and their neighbors from fire, that each member 
should— 

1st. Provide two buckets, and the companv ladders : 
and tire-hooks, and keep them ready for use. 

-d. For failure to keep buckets ready at hand for 
use, by each member, he is subjected to a fine of one 
shilling for each bucket misapplied or wanting. 

od. Bucket lost or damaged at fires to he supplied 
or replaced hy the company. 

1th. On the breaking out of a fire, all the members 
to repaii to the same with their buckets, nr forfeit two 
shillings, unless a reasonable excuse can he given for 
absence. 

nth. Stated meetings to he held every four months, 
i Absentees to be fined one shilling for the first oflencc, 
and two for the second. 

bill. Agree to take turns in serving as clerk for four 
months—and in that capacity to inspect all the appara¬ 
tus and report; serve notices; keep minutes of all pro¬ 
ceedings; collect lines; act as treasurer; see that all 
the ladders and fire-hooks are returned to their proper ' 
places after each lire on pain of forfeiting one shilling; 
for each failure; failing to give notice of meetings to j 
forfeit one shilling for each member wlm shall be ah-j 
sent on account of such failure; failing to report the : 
true condition of the apparatus to pay a fine of live! 
shillings, and if any member shall refuse to serve as 
clerk in his turn, he shall pay a fine often shillings. 

7th. No new member to he admitted or money ex¬ 
pended, or alteration made in the articles of associa¬ 
tion, without the consent of a majority of those present, 
nor until tl^g whole company has knowledge of the 
same in writing. 

Slh. Each member to keep a copy of these Articles 
and a list of ihc members' names fixed up in open view 
near his buckets. 

9th. If any member refuses to pay his fines, “ his 
name shall be razed out, and he shall from henceforth 
he excluded from the company.” 

lUlh. Gives further instruction about the buckets. 
Also, respecting chimneys being on fire ; hut this part 
has been struck out.

Don’t pick out the oldest, 
largest plants; if you do, you will make a bad selec¬ 
tion.”
